T h a t Herbert Hoover is and always has been an American 
citizen who prized his citizenship highly, is a fact of record anc 
one of the most amazing falsehoods in this campaign of mendacity 
is that Hoover was "pro-British” and that he gave up his Amor 
ican citizenship to become a British subject. 
This canard has been circulated most industriously through­ 
out the state. 
It is on a par with the statement that "Hoover re­ 
fused to feed the starving Hermans.” 
We propose to disprove 
this; not by argument, no, nor by mere assertion, but by docu­ 
mentary evidence. 
Readers will recall that Walter Hines Page was United States 
ambassador to Great Britain before and during the war. 
Mr 
Page was an outstanding Democrat when President Wilson ap­ 
pointed him to the Court of St. James. It will also be recalled that 
Mr. Page while he was ambassador carried on a lengthy corre­ 
spondence with President Wilson and others, covering the period 
before America entered the war. 
This correspondence has been

the British and French governments for Belgian relief of 
$150,000,000! 
I do not know, but I think he would he glad 
to turn his European experience to the patriotic use of our 
government. 
He is forty-two years old, a graduate of Leland 
Stanford Jr. University. 
Here was the ranking ambassador of the United States 12 
years ago so well convinced of Hoover’s Americanism and his pa­ 
triotism, that he was suggesting to a Democratic president that he 
be given a position in the state department. 
Page didn't know 
much about Hoover then.

T h a t Herbert Hoover is and always has been an American 
citizen who prized his citizenship highly, is a fact of record and 
one of the most amazing falsehoods in this campaign of mendacity 
is that Hoover was “pro-British” and that he gave up his Amen 
ican citizenship to become a British subject. 
This canard has been circulated most industriously through­ 
out the state. It is on a par with the statement that “Hoover re­ 
fused to feed the starving Germans.” 
We propose to disprove 
this; not by argument, no, nor by mere assertion, but by docu 
mentary evidence. 
Headers will recall that Walter Hines Page was United States 
ambassador to Great Britain before and during the war. 
Mr 
Page was an outstanding Democrat when President Wilson ap 
pointed him to the Court of St. James. It will also be recalled that 
Mr. Page while he was ambassador carried on a lengthy corre­ 
spondence with President Wilson and others, covering the period 
before America entered the war. 
This correspondence has been 
published in three volumes entitled, “The Life and Letters of Wal­ 
ter Hines Page.” 
These letters first appeared in the magazine 
The World’s Work, in 1921, seven years ago, and were published 
in book form in 1923, six years ago. But they were written as far 
back as 1914, long before America entered the war in April, 1917. 
Below is a reproduction of page 313 of volume 3 of Ambas­ 
sador Page’s book, in which Mr. Page disposes of the Hoover 
British myth. It is to be remembered that this was a letter writ­ 
ten to President Wilson on December 30, 1916, 12 years ago.

Mr. Herbert C. Hoover, Chairman of the Commission of 
t Relief in Belgium, would, if opportunity should offer, make a 
useful officer in the State Department.

He is a man of very considerable fortune— 
less* than when the war began, for this relief work has cost 
him much. He was approached on behalf of the British Gov­ 
ernment with the suggestion that if he would become a Brit­ 
ish subject the Government would be pleased to give him an 
important executive post and with the hint that if he suc­ 
ceeded a title might await him^ His answer was: “ I’ll do 
what I can for you with pleasure; but PII be demned if I’ll 
give up my American citizenship— not on your life!” Within 
the last six months two large financial organizations, each 
independently, have offered him .$100,000 a year to enter 
their service; and an industrial company offered him $100,- 
000 “to start writh.” 
He declined them all. 
When the Bel­ 
gian relief work recently struck a financial snag, Hoover by 
telegraph got the promise of a loan in the United States to 
the British and French governments for Belgian relief of 
$150,000,000! 
I do not know, but I think he would be glad 
to turn his European experience to the patriotic use of our 
government. He is forty-two years old, a graduate of Leland 
Stanford Jr. University. 
Here was the ranking ambassador of the United States 12 
years ago so well convinced of Hoover’s Americanism and his pa­ 
triotism, that he was suggesting to a Democratic president that he 
be given a position in the state department. 
Page didn’t know 
much about Hoover then. 
Nobody did, in the wild welter of the 
w ar days. 
Page just knew he was 42 years old, and a graduate 
of Leland Stanford university, and that he was doing great things. 
If there be any who still believe that Hoover was pro-British 
and that he even wanted to become a British citizen, we ask them 
to read the following letter from the office of the undersecretary 
of state for Great Britain, Home Office Whitehall, London. This 
letter wras written on March 3, 1920, nearly eight years ago.

The 
following is a reproduction: 
Home Office,

3rd March, 1920. 
Gentlemen, 
In reply to your letter of the 24th ultimo, with reference 
to your request for a statement as to whether an application

C. Hoover, I am directed by the Secretary of State for the 
Home Departmen to say that no application for naturaliza­ 
tion has been received from Mr. Hoover either under the 
B ritish Nationality and Status of Aliens Act 1914 and 1918 
or under the Act previously in force— the Naturalization Act 
1870. 
I am, Gentlemen, 
Your obedient Servant, 
Hawkes Sc.

E. C. 2.

Then, too, there is the matter of 35 ships, rn ire than a re­ 
spectable fleet for a simple mining engineer to maintain when the 
allied world was crying for ships and more ships. 
Of itself this 
was no small achievement back in 1914 and 1915. Mr. Page con­ 
tinues : 
He (Hoover) came to me the other day and said: “You 
m u s t knoll' the commission is $000.OOO in debt. 
But don't be 
uneasy. 
The commission has given its note for it." 
A trifle like being in debt over half a million dollars didn’t 
mother Hoover. Hoover’s technique is simplicity itself. He knows 
what to do and how to do it. Mr. Page explains: 
The next day Hoover brought in the Belgian minister of 
finance, who brought him $1,000,000 from the runaway Bel­ 
gian government. Both the English and Belgian cabineis sent 
for him about Belgian matters. 
This was written to President Wilson on January 12, 1915, 
13 years ago, while Hoover was still ii private American citizen. 
In the face of this, who will be astonished that the British offered 
him citizenship with a title attached? How many of the politica 
Hessians who today take anybody’s money; how many of the so 
called “farm leaders” who are today taking petty political dole 
to spread the doctrine that Hoover is a Britisher, would have re 
fused the British offer; how many of them “would be damner 
first;” how many of them would have turned down the corpora 
tions’ offers of $100,000 “a year to start with?”

ican through and through. 
He was in a better position to judge 
than is the salaried campaign spellbinder of today. 
Mr. Page continues:

introduced him to the Argentine minister the other day and 
the minister said to me afterwards: “Somehoie I feel like do­ 
ing what that man askoi mc to do." 
Continuing, the American ambassador tells President Wilson 
about the terror stricken Belgian refugees in London. 
He says 
A stone would weep to hear what Hoover has seen in 
Belgium—.pitiful beyond all telling. 
In view of the above we feel that Mr. Hoover’s continuous 
Americanism cannot be called into question by any person who 
has the beginnings of a respect for truth. 
No doubt it still will 
continue to bo the alibi for those persons who are opposed to 
Hoover tor other reasons. 
These will continue to take refuge be 
hind this falsehood or another equally absurd.— Minm apolis 
Tribune.

Yet thut is what happened, says Path 
finder Magazine, to a three year-old 
Japanese baby living near Sukatu, a 
village northeast of Tokyo. 
T ilt In 
eldeut 
was 
reported 
to 
Popular 
Astronomy by Issei Yamamoto of Ky­ 
oto university. 
At the time of the occurrence the 
child happened to be playing out of 
doors a Iou©, 
lieu ring a sudden cry 
Hie mother rushed out to find the In­ 
fant seared across the ueck us lf by 
a hot Iron. 
Further search disclosed 
a small stone In a fold of the child a 
dress, 
it was still slightly warm. 
which evidently had caused the burn 
on the neck. 
Transm itted to Yama­ 
moto and examined by the scientists 
of Kyoto university this stone proved 
to be a typical meteorite, covered 
with the usual black crust caused by 
melting during its tligbt through the 
sir. 
The stone Is only about one-fourth 
of an Inch In length and weighs only 
a few grains, making It probably the 
smallest meteorite ever recorded 
lu 
spite of the millions of meteorites 
that bit the earth’s atmosphere each 
nay and burn up to make shooting 
stars, only a few reach the ground 
lo only one previous historic Instance 
is one known to have hit a human 
being. 
That occurred In 1827, when 
a native of India was killed by a 
meteorite.

| accidents, according to Dr. E. E. Free. 
Yet that Is what happened, says Path­ 
finder Magazine, to a three-year-old 
Japanese baby living neur Sukatu, a 
village northeast of Tokyo. 
The In 
cideut 
was 
reported 
to 
Popular 
Astronomy by Issei Yamamoto of Ky 
oto university. 
At the time of the occurrence the 
child happened to be playing out of 
doors alone. 
Hearing a sudden cry 
the mother rushed out to find the in­ 
fant seared ucross the ueck us lf by 
a hot Iron. 
Further search disclosed 
a small stone In a fold of the child a 
dress. 
It was still slightly warm, 
which evidently had caused Hie burn 
on the neck. 
Transm itted to Yuma 
moto and examined by the scientists 
of Kyoto university this stone proved 
to be a typical meteorite, covered 
with Hie usual black crust caused by 
melting during Its flight through the 
air. 
The stone is only about one-fourth 
of an inch in length and weighs only 
u few grains, making it probably the 
smallest meteorite ever recorded 
lu 
spite of Hie millions of meteorites 
that hit the earth's atmosphere each 
any and burn up to make shooting 
stars, only a few reach tile ground 
In only one previous historic Instance 
is one known to have hit a human 
being. 
That occurred In 1827, when 
a native of India was killed by a 
meteorite.

At the same time neighbors who plant­ 
ed different varieties, or planted at 
different times, will lie enjoying the 
benefit* of the garden and a succes­ 
sion of lf* product*. 
At Bult time It 
is po«s|bte to take note of present de­ 
ficiencies and to prepare to remedy 
them the following year. 
A sheet, cf 
paper for preservation of summer res­ 
olutions will prove helpful when the 
early gardening period returns again. 
Al*o it Is well to observe effective 
groupings of (terenrdals aud annuals 
In neighboring gardens with a view 
* to rearrangement, 
trail-planting, or 
sowing of seeds to obtain tile most 
beautiful arrangement4* of the gardens. 
In many tactions of the country the 
autumn offers the hest opportunity for 
planting new shrubs nm! trees. 
Plans 
should lie made to fit these with those 
already placed and with prospective 
plantings. 
For best results In garden­ 
ing and landscaping, plans should be 
laid well in advance and adhered to 
from year to year.

Figures from growers having an 
acre or less of potatoes were net In­ 
cluded in the department's tabula­ 
tions, aud the remaining 1,170 reports 
were grouped to rep reseat as nearly 
us possible sect ions of the country 
having similar production conditions. 


Indigestion From Corn 
Is Found in Kentucky 
New corn seems to be bad for tur­ 
keys. 
The Kentucky experiment sta­ 
tion bas found that It produces a fatal 
type of Indigestion. 
Sometimes the 
trouble can be relieved by giving a 
tablespoonful of castor oil when the 
bird first becomes sick. 
Where birds run out It Is ulmost im­ 
possible to prevent them from getting 
Into the cornfields and In such cases 
the Kentucky station recommends an 
early morning feed of whole oats and 
old corn so they will not feed so read­ 
ily on the new corn. 
Under the Billings plan, which Is 
the most profitable plan of raising tur­ 
keys, the birds are confined and they 
receive only what they are fed. There 
would be uo difficulty from the new 
corn unless it were given to them. 


Manure Proves Valuable 
on Experiment Fields 
Manure bas been worth all tho way 
from 53 cents to .$7 :45 a ton on differ­ 
ent soil experiment fields of Hie Illi­ 
nois agricultural experiment station, 
according to L. B. Miller of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
Everywhere tim 
soils generally considered fertile re­ 
sponded to manure, but Hie greatest 
showing, naturally, wns on the less 
fertile plots In southern Illinois. 
An average of 16 fertile fields hav­ 
ing the typical dark-colored cornbell 
soil is of Special interest as It gives h 
good cross section of the state and 
a picture of what may be expected 
generally on fertile soils of the Middle 
West. 


Chickens Need Fresh 
Water in Hot Weather 
Plenty of fresh water must not be 
overlooked for chickens during hot 
went ber. 
Good drinking water is es­ 
sential ut all times of the year, but 
the mortality will lie higher in sum 
mer than at any other time, if fresh 
water is not supt.'led. 
Chickens ilia* 
are forced to drink from stagnant 
pools or insanitary drinking vessel* 
are apt to contract diseases. 
Plenty 
of fresh water Is the cheapest part of 
any 
ration. 
Toe 
many 
people 
let 
Chickens bunt water wherever they 
can find IL This usually means trou­ 
ble and poor results. 


Feeding Fresh Cow 
During the time a good cow is dry 
she should be fed liberally so that 
when site comes fresh site will tie in 
excellent condition. A few days be 
fore rite is due the grain ration should 
consist of ground oats and bran—pref­ 
erably bran alone. 
Feed her several 
pound*. 
The bowels must tie kepi 
loose. 
The cow should be placed in a 
box stall and after the calf is born 
it should he removed from the box 
stall as sooH as Hie calf is dry.

Plan 1929 Gardens 
in Summer Season 


Note of Resolutions W ill 
Prove Helpful Next Year. 


(Prepared tty th e United States D epartm ent 
of Ag ri cu lt ur e. > 
Planning the garden Is usually a 
matter of early spring. 
Frequently, 
say the horticulturalJst.s of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, it 
might better be done the previous sum­ 
mer. 
Often in the fruit or vegetable 
garden there come times when only a 
small supply of vegetables is available. 
At Hie same time neighbors who plant­ 
ed different varieties, or planted at 
different times, will he enjoying tile 
benefits of the garden and a succes­ 
sion of Its products. 
At ti int time it 
is possible to take note of present de- 
ticlencies and to prepare to remedy 
them tile following year. 
A sheet of 
paper for preservation of summer res­ 
olutions will prove helpful when the 
early gardening period returns again. 
Also it is well to observe effective 
groupings of perennials and annuals 
in neighboring gardens with a view 
lo rearrangement, transplanting, or 
sowing of (seeds to obtain the most 
beautiful arrangements of the gardens. 
In many sections of the country the 
autumn offers the best opportunity for 
planting new shrubs and trees. 
Plans 
should lie made to tit these with those 
already placed and with prospective 
plantings. 
For best results in garden­ 
ing and landscaping, plans should be 
laid well in advance and adhered to 
from year to year.

Indigestion From Corn 
Is Found in Kentucky 
New corn seems to he bad for tur­ 
keys. 
The Kentucky experiment sta­ 
tion has found that It produces a fatal 
type of indigestion. 
Sometimes the 
trouble can he relieved by giving a 
tablespoonful of castor oil when the 
bird first becomes sick. 
Where birds run out it is almost im­ 
possible to prevent them from getting 
into the cornfields and in such cases 
the Kentucky station recommends an 
early morning feed of whole oats and 
old corn so they will not feed so read­ 
ily on the new corn. 
Under the Billings plan, which is 
the most profitable plan of raising tur­ 
keys, tile birds are confined and they 
receive only what they are fed. ’There 
would be no difficulty from the new 
corn unless it were given to them.
